Two of the robbers, one with a 
m achine and wearing shell rimmed 
glasses, forced Burl Villers, 38, the 
truck driver, to drive them about a 
mile in the truck while the third 
followed in another car. 
Forced To Drive 
Threatened with a machine gun 
land a revolver, Villers said he was 
forced to drive along a dirt road to 
fi vacant garage where the bandits 
grabbed the pouches, locked him in 
th e truck and escaped in their car 
toward Niles, O., Villers freed him ­ 
self and reported the theft shortly 
giter the robbers sped away. 
One of the mail pouches contain­ 
ed $72,000 in cash, being sent from 
th e Cleveland Federal Reserve Bank 
to help meet the $300,000 Republic 
feteel Corp. pay roll today, officials 
said.

Roosevelt Will 
Speed Work On 
Relief Program 


Hopes To Get Plans Working 
For Expending Of $4,000,- 
000,000 Work Fund 


(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, April 25.—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt today was working 
on plans to speed completion of his 
public works organization to ad­ 
minister the $4.000,000,000 granted 
him by congress. 
He went over details with Frank 
C. Walker, new director of the N a­ 
tional Emergency Council, for sev­ 
eral hours last night, and probably 
will name the chiefs of the rem ain­ 
ing two new divisions which will be 
included in the administrative set­ 
up, upon Walker’s return from a 
brief visit to his M ontana home. 
The new director, who supplanted 
Donald R. Richberg as chief of the 
council, asked brief leave to wind 
up his personal affairs before plung­ 
ing into the public works program 
which will center around his or­ 
ganization. 


Another Boost 
In Silver Price 


President Authorizes New 
Price For Silver—Com­ 
petes With World 


(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON. 
April 
25.—An­ 
other boost in the price of silver 
was authorized by proclamation of 
President Roosevelt today. 
For the third successive time the 
level was increased. 
Following the 
increase in the world price to a fig­ 
ure slightly higher than th at fixed 
by the treasury*, the president issued 
an order fixing a deduction of 40 
per cent from the $1.29 price per 
fine ounce. 
This fixes the price at 77.57 cents 
per ounce. 
The former price level 
was 71.11 cents while 64.64 cents 
was the original level fixed by the 
treasury. 
The apparent purpose of the gov­ 
ernm ent is to cMnpete with all the 
world in the acquisition of silver. 
Uncle Sam, in this tremendous un ­ 
dertaking, is competing with the 
great “silver countries” of India and 
China in one of the most curious 
monetary operations of all history.

with the commission a monthly op­ 
erating statement for consideration. 
Engineers representing both sides 
in the rate battle went into an im­ 
mediate conference to compile a 
percentage statem ent under which 
allocations to be included in 
the 
monthly reports will be made. The 
hearing was 
adjourned, 
however, 
and the engineers’ statement was to 
be forwarded, upon completion, to 
Shelby. 
One Witness 
The only witness called prior to 
adjournment was M. C. Barlett, a 
consulting engineer representing the 
city. 
He was cross-examined by C. 
E. Brockway, Sharon, representing 
the Power company and later took 
the stand briefly for redirect ex­ 
amination by White. 
Efforts were made by both attor­ 
neys to clear up an earlier state­ 
ment of Barlett in which he testi­ 
fied “under the new rate schedule 
there are no increased costs to con­ 
sumers." The city, in its complaint, 
charges the rates, which became ef­ 
fective on April 15. are “discrim­ 
inatory and unreasonable." 
Under cross-examination Bartlett 
admitted the company would suffer 
no actual reduction in income dur­ 
ing 1935 under the new rate sched­ 
ule. 
Previously he had testified the 
company could expect a “reason­ 
able” increase of about $42,000 in 
income during the current 
year, 
based on the 1934 rates, because of 
an increased sale of electricity.

CONFIDENCE AND BUSINESS 
Occasionally we get an optim istic statem ent, from someone who is 
supposed to know, th a t we are about to break into an era of great pros­ 
perity and th a t the jam m ed up condition of money and credit is over. 
Everyone wfho has the interests of his country a t h eart hopes th at this is 
now true. Uncle Sam can stand some real prosperity and the sooner he 
gets It the less we will hear about these expensive and foolish new schemes 
for prim ing the pum p and knitting over the social fabric of the country. 
It is well for all of us, including the predicters, to remember, how ­ 
ever th a t nothing in America has so frozen credit and stopped the rapid 
circulation of money as doubt about the future public policies which are 
to be pursued. 
One of the greatest congealers of business is fear of the 
future, fear of w hat is going to happen to business through adverse leg­ 
islation. Until this tim idity Is removed there will be no real and lasting 
prosperity in the United States. The reason is easy to find. Every few 
years W’e ru n low on consumers goods. The factories which produce these 
goods sta rt up and we have a tem porary condition of w hat looks like good 
business. Then wrhen the dem and is satisfied the boomlet is over. Gloom 
returns. 
But to get real prosperity we m ust stim ulate the heavy indus­ 
tries, of which building is a good example. 
These industries depend on 
financing for years ahead. 
Certainly they are not going to revive until 
they are reassured about the future financial and business policies of the 
nation. The lag in these industries has caused a great deal of the u n ­ 
employment and the reassurance of the men operating them is not 
»trengthened by increasing unem ploym ent or staggering federal debt in ­ 
creases. 
Roger W. Babson. the financial student, said recently in pointing out 
th e need for sounder conditions of credit: 
“According to governm ent figures, 23,375,000 people are now on re ­ 
lief—one person out of every five. This is an increase of 77 per cent over 
a year ago, yet business is at the same level as last April. 
The nation’s 
workers in norm al times total about 50,000.000, 
Subtract our present 
arm y of 6,000.000 federal, state and local governm ent employes, and the 
10,000,000 workers who are now? jobless, and we have 34,000,000 w’orking in 
private industry. 
Hence these 34.000,000 m ust not only support their 
own families, but also the 10.000,000 unemployed and their dependents 
and the 6,000.000 governm ent workers and their dependents. 
In other 
words, the production burden norm ally divided among three w’orkers 
m ust be carried by only two workers today.” 
C ertainly this situation of unem ploym ent and relief cannot be 


r e m 
e d i e d until the heavy industries are put back in production and this 
will only come when confidence is restored. 
And confidence will not be 
restored until we know where w*e are going. 
On the other hand, some 
of th e consum ers industries, like the textile, are now feeling the effects 
of foreign com petition brought about by policies increasing American cost 
of production.

The plan, it was learned today, 
would permit the government to 
operate in a representative milk shed 
for the purpose of obtaining accur­ 
ate information regarding the cast 
of producing transporting and m ar­ 
keting dairy products. 
# 
Sponsors of the move charged the 
industry is depriving farmers of a 
¡.ni return for their products and 
keeping consumers prices at high 
'levels. 
They cited the federal trade com­ 
mission investigation of the Con­ 
necticut and Philadelphia milK sheds 
in which it was found th at coopera­ 
tives and large dealers made agree­ 
ments and understandings to fix 
prices to consumers as well as to 
producers. 
While details of the federal dairy 
project are at a preliminary stage, 
its advocates plan to ask for an 
initial $100,000 to carry it forward. 
Under the propasal, experts of the 
agriculture departm ent would take 
over the milk area selected by the 
government. 
They would supervise 
the 
production, 
distribution 
and 
marketing for a stated period. Af­ 
ter determining a proper price yard­ 
stick and acquiring other pertinent 
Information, the department would 
report to congress its findings which 
would be used as the basis of fram ­ 
ing regulatory legislation for the en­ 
tire country. 
Federal regulation of the industry 
was advocated by Rep. Kopplemann 
(D) of Connecticut. 
While praising local 
marketing 
agreements, he contended they could 


not bring equitable prices for pro- j 
ducers and consumers throughout 
i he country.

urged that a naval agreement limit 
the size of battleships to 25,000 tons, 
American naval experts favor big­ 
ger ships.

From the edge of the clearing the peddler with a 
pack on his back announced his arrival. Confident 


was he in those days of a welcome and a “ goodly 


profit, mcthinks.” 
You may not remember him. But your grand­ 
mother might if she followed the first surges of pio­ 


neers Westward. Up to a hundred years ago and less, 
wherever new American settlements sprung up, the 


pack-peddler was an exciting visitor. For, in those 


aays the customers devoured every meager bit of news 
the peddler offered. While he peeled off the oilcloth 


covering from his pack, unbuckled grimy straps 


and loosened endless ropes he would relate the latest 


happenings of the outside world. His tales might be 
months old. greatly exaggerated, but news to the 


settlers, nevertheless. 


Tales and Trinkets 


Think what it would mean today, for example, to 
depend on some random caller for nil the information 
supplied in one issue of this newspaper. 


Just as welcome as the “ news” were the mysterious 
contents of the peddler’s bundle. H ow superbly he 


described each item displayed. H e offered the “ new­

est” calico prints, “ genuine’' linen, “ silk” ribbons, 
“solid gold” trinkets, “ East Indian” Paisley shawls, 
buttons and buckles pf brass instead of pewter, tin 
pans, pins and needles, thread, spices, even hats and 
wooden clock works. All were “ superfine” goods 


guaranteed by the unknown wayfarer. Once his “ bar­ 


gain” was dickered he hastily repacked his load and 
departed, seldom to return. 


He Rendered a Service 


Despite the reputation tor sharp dealings, dulv 
earned by ¡Most of them, these early traveling stores 
furnished the only source of household necessities and 
communication. Their enterprise created an outlet 


for struggling home industries. Surplus furs and grain 


of the pioneer could be traded through them for the 


time-saving products of others. T he peddler even 
carried messages between distant friends and relatives. 


When Indian trails broadened into roads the use­ 


fulness of the pack-peddler disappeared. Some of 


them continued to make their journeys on horseback 


or in wagons. A few of the more honest ones set up 


permanent stores in some community which struck 
their fancy. 
Measured in progress rather than years the peddler 


of trjnkcts and tall tales belongs to a distant past. H e 


is to be remembered chiefly as the pioneer of the 


American merchant. The scientific discoveries be­ 
tween the day of the walking peddler and the m er­ 


chant of today are many, but the discovery that 
integrity in business is the surest road to permanence 


remains one of the most striking advances.
